Urban reserve 
stays that way 


Purcell’s Cove 
backlands. Council 
tie vote defeats 
proposal to open to 
development; now 
might become public

City staff will lead a process 
examining the possibility of 
bringing the Purcell’s Cove 
backlands into pubbc owner¬ 
ship after a vote defeated the 
prospect of opening the lands 
up for development. 

Regional cormcil’s Commit¬ 
tee of the Whole voted 8-8 on 
an amendment to the Regional 
Plan Tuesday to hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing on changing the 
designation of some of the land 
along Purcell’s Cove Road from 
urban reserve to rural com¬ 
muter. 

Under city rules, a tie means 


the motion at hand is defeated. 

“Throughout this entire 
process, none of these property 
owners have had an opportun¬ 
ity to have their say,” said Corm. 
Stephen Adams, who tabled the 
amendment. “All I wanted was 
to bring it to a public hearing to 
say, ‘OK, here’s one side, here’s 
the other, let’s decide.’” 

Adams and other supporters 
argued the urban reserve desig¬ 
nation — which holds the land 
in reserve for future serviced 
development — is in conflict 
with the community’s recently 
expressed wish that city servi¬ 
ces not be extended to the area. 

Re-designating the land as 
rural commuter would have 
allowed low-density residential 
development using the on-site 
well and septic service. 

Residents of the Purcell’s 
Cove area collected more than 
1,100 signatures on a petition 
opposing the change. 

“It was a cliffhanger ... I was 
suiprised at how close it was,” 
said Catherine McKinnon, a 
Purcell’s Cove resident who 
represents the Backlands Coah-

tion citizens’ group. “I would 
have thought that more coun¬ 
cillors would have sided with 
the urban reserve designation.”

Man dies in hospital 
after alleged attack 
at care facility 


Police say they are lookmg into 
whether charges are appropri¬ 
ate in HRM’s fourth homicide 
of the year, after a 56-year-old 
man allegedly assaulted in a 
home care facility died of his 
injuries over the weekend. 

On May 15, RCMP said they 
were called to Quest Region^ 
Rehabilitation Centre in Lower 


Sackville, which houses adults 
with intellectual disabilities. 

Cpl. Scott MacRae, RCMP 
spokesman, said officers learn¬ 
ed on May 11, a 28-year-old 
male resident of the home had 
allegedly pushed the 56-year- 
old and caused him to fall. 

MacRae said the victim, Gor¬ 
don James Longphee Jr., was 
taken to the hospital in life- 
threatening condition. He died 
on Saturday. 

“We all fear of a phone call 
similar to what the families re¬ 
ceived,” Brenda Hardiman told 
reporters on Tuesday.

chele Benn, is a resident at the 
facility and has pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of assaulting 
a Quest staff member last year. 
Quest’s board chair, Ron 


Cooper, told reporters the 
28-year-old who allegedly 
pushed Longphee is no longer 
at the facility but could not say 
where he is or why he moved. 

Cooper said there was a 
ratio of one staff member for 
eveiy three residents at the 
time of the incident, and “you 
can’t prevent entirely incidents 
like this.” 

He related the situation to 
one where a person walking 
down the street passes some¬ 
one in a bad mood and is sud¬ 
denly pushed. 

Pohce cannot reveal many 
details about the incident, Mac¬ 


Rae said, including whether the 
two men were having an argu¬ 
ment or how Longphee was 
injured. 

MacRae said police will de¬ 
termine whether charges are 
warranted after investigators 
look at aU the evidence, taking 
into account why people were 
in the facility. 

According to his obituaiy, 
Longphee loved listening to 
music, going for drives and hav¬ 
ing stories read to him. 

The funeral will be held in 
Longphee’s hometown of New 
Waterford on Friday.

The existing development 
agreement requires that con¬ 
struction begin in July 2014 and 
be completed by July 2017. 

The amendment to the de¬ 
velopment agreement wiU go 
to a pubhc hearing before be¬ 
ing granted final approval.

Regional plan review 
passes first reading 


One of the unions named in a 
new Nova Scotia law aimed at 
preventing strikes in the home- 
care sector has filed a court ac¬ 
tion against the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and (General Employees 
Union filed a statement of 
claim Tuesday in the Supreme 
Court of Nova Scotia. 

The legal challenge takes 
aim at the Essential Home-Sup¬ 
port Services Act, which was 
passed in March by the prov¬ 
ince’s majority Liberal govern¬ 
ment. 

The union also says the legis¬ 
lation is discriminatoiy because 


it disproportionately affects 
women, as about 90 per cent of 
those affected are women. 

The government has said 
the law doesn’t take away the 
right to strike but requires the 
sides in a dispute to determine 
who is an essential worker be¬ 
fore a strike can happen. 

The government has also 
said that if an agreement can’t 
be reached, the matter wiU be 
submitted to the Nova Scotia 
Labour Board for resolution. 

Union president Joan Jes- 
some says the law violates the 
right of home-support workers 
to bargain collectively.

and sparking debate over the 
merits of “on-the-fiy” approv¬ 
als. 

“This is not the moment 
to be looking at the specifics 
of a particular development,” 
said Coun. Jennifer Watts dur¬ 
ing one such discussion. “Our 
responsibifity is looking at the 
wider context of where this fits 
within the regional plan.” 


Coun. David Hendsbee 
asked the Seven Lakes de¬ 
velopment in Porters Lake be 
grandfathered into the revised 
Regional Plan, allowing the de¬ 
veloper to proceed under the 
rules established in 2006. 

The motion was ultimately 
carried. 

City staff cautioned against 
making changes to the Region¬ 
al Plan to address specific de¬ 
velopments, noting a second- 
aiy planning process that’s 
better equipped to deal with 
more localized concerns will 
begin once the Regional Plan is 
complete. 

However, some councillors 
said waiting for the secondaiy 


planning — estimated to take 
18 to 24 months—might mean 
missing the boat on guiding as¬ 
pects of some developments. 

“With this one property, 
it currently has development 
rights that it will be going for¬ 
ward with prior to the second¬ 
aiy planning,” said Coun. Brad 
Johns, who successfully argued 
for extending the sewer service 
boundaiy to include a property 
in Beaver Bank. 

“It only makes sense to 
me to ensure that it’s not de¬

After 10 days of testimony be¬ 
fore the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court, the Crown has finished 
presenting its case against Hali¬ 
fax-based lawyer Lyle Howe, 
who stands accused of drug¬ 
ging and sexually assaulting a 
teenage woman. 

Howe, 29, has pleaded not 
guilty to both charges, which 
stem from an incident that al¬ 
legedly took place the evening 
of March 20, 2011. 

“We’re pleased with the 
way that the trial’s unfolding 
so far,” said Crown co-counsel 
Darcy MacPherson outside the 
courtroom Tuesday afternoon. 


The final witness to take 
the stand for the Crown was 
Sgt. Jason Withrow, the Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police officer in 
charge of investigating the al¬ 
leged assault. 

Withrow spoke about be¬ 
ing granted DNA warrants 
against the accused and friend 
Jeff Brown after lab results re¬ 
vealed genetic material from 
an unknown male on condoms 
recovered from the complain¬ 
ant’s apartment. 

Earher on Tuesday, an 
RCMP toxicology expert testi¬ 
fied codeine — detected in 
urine samples taken from the 
alleged victim — hkely played 
a minor role in the complain¬ 
ant’s impairment that evening. 

“Alcohol appears to be the 
most hkely offender,” said 
Christopher Keddy, adding 
that alcohol and codeine have 
a “synergistic” relationship, 
meaning their effects are 
amphfied when combined. 


Another possible source 
of codeine is poppy seeds, the 
court heard from Keddy. 

The toxicologist held out 
a partially-filled glass beaker 
to illustrate the 40 grams of 


poppy seeds the complain¬ 
ant would have had to eat to 
produce the levels of codeine 
detected in her body, adding 
under cross-examination that 
amount could be consider¬ 


ably lower depending on tim¬ 
ing and where the seeds were 
sourced. 

The complainant testified 
earher in the trial to meeting 
with Howe and Brown for the

first time for drinks on March

She said she awoke the next 
morning on her roommate’s 
floor, naked and disoriented, 
feeling sore in her anus and va¬ 
gina and with little memoiy of 
the latter portion of the previ¬ 
ous evening.

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New report. Families, 
women should be focus 
of immigration 


Harris sent packing. 
Premier fires his director 
of communications 


The province needs to get cre¬ 
ative when it comes to retain¬ 
ing immigrants and focus on 
families instead of how many 
dollars they can bring in, ac¬ 
cording to a new report from 
the Centre for Policy Alterna¬ 
tives in Nova Scotia. 

Two local professors, 
Alexandra Dobrowolsky of 
Saint Maiy’s University and 
Howard Ramos of Dalhousie 
University, have released 
Expanding the Vision: Why 
Nova Scotia Should Look Be¬ 
yond Econocentric Immigra¬ 
tion Policy to illustrate how 
limiting the short-term ap¬ 
proach currently is. 

Although the number of 
temporary foreign workers 
and international students 
has risen considerably over 
recent years, the report said 
Atlantic Canada finishes last 
in terms of immigration re¬ 
tention. 

Between 20 and 37 per 
cent of immigrants don’t 
settle in the province, the 
report said, so multiple rec¬ 
ommendations were set out

Harper — who visited 
Ukraine in March — has been 
blunt in criticizing Russian 
President Vladimir Putin’s 
actions against Ukraine.

The bodies of six dogs initially 
reported stolen from the back 
of a dog walker’s truck were 
found dumped in a ditch in 
Abbotsford, B.C., says an SPCA 
spokeswoman. 

Lorie Chortyk said the 
agency retrieved the bodies of 
the young- to middle-aged dogs 
and transferred them Tuesday 
to a lab where necropsies will 
be done. 

The results are expected 
within a week and will deter¬ 
mine how long the dogs were 
left in a vehicle in Langley, 
where they are beheved to 
have died in hot weather. 

The necropsy results, along 
with interviews with the dog 
walker and any witnesses, will 
be part of the SPCA’s report to 
Crown counsel, which will de¬ 
cide if animal cruelty charges 
will be laid. 

The SPCA took over the 
investigation on Monday after 
the dog walker admitted the 
animals were not stolen. 

The woman initially told 
pohce and the dogs’ ovmers 
that she left her vehicle to use 
the washroom in a dog park 
and when she returned the 
dogs were gone. 

Chortyk said the SPCA and 
pohce deal with hundreds of 
calls eveiy year involving dogs 
left in vehicles.

The dog walker’s name has 
not been released because 
charges have not been laid. 
But in addition to possible 
public mischief charges for 
falsely reporting a theft, she 
could face: 


• B.C. Maximum fine 
$75,000 or two years in 
jail 


• Criminal Code of Canada. 

Maximum fine $5,000 
and 18 months jail 


“If you either wilfully or 
through your actions allow an 
animal to suffer, that can be a 
criminal act.” 

Dogs don’t sweat the way 
we do and can be overcome 
with heat exhaustion, brain 
damage or even death in as 
httle as 10 minutes because 
the temperature in a car can 
rise quickly, she said. Animal 
cruelty charges could be laid 
under provincial or federal 
laws, Chortyk said.

Tens of 
thousands displaced, 
many for the second 
time in their lives 


It took only a few minutes for 
a roaring landslide to leave 
Ramiz Skopljak homeless for 
the second time in his hfe. 

The first time he had been 
47, and though his house was 
a ruin, the Bosnian war at least 
left him his land in Topcic Pol- 
je, central Bosnia, on which to 
start anew 

Now he is 65 and even if he 
could find the folder with the 
title deed buried somewhere in 
the mud covering his village it 
wouldn’t help. The land itself 


has disappeared, along with a 
chimk of the hiU it stood on. 

“This is worse than war,” the 
broken man whispered. 

His family had to run out of 
the house so fast on Thursday 
that none of the eight mem¬ 
bers could even grab a wallet, a 
personal document or a mobile 
phone. They have nothing now. 

Skopljak’s monthly retire¬ 
ment pay is $295, and he shares 
it with his wife, his son and 
his daughter-in-law who are 
among Bosnia’s 44 per cent un¬ 
employed. 

More than 2,000 landslides 
have been recorded in the past 
few days in Bosnia, which along 
with neighbouring Serbia is 
struggling with the worst hood¬ 
ing in southeastern Europe in 
more than a century.

Russia. At least 6 dead, 
45 injured after train 
collision near Moscow 


A collision between a cargo 
train and a passenger train 
near Moscow killed at least six 
people Tuesday and left up to 
45 others injured, Russian of¬ 
ficials said. 

The Interior Ministiy said 
the accident happened when 
several cars on a cargo train 
derailed and hit a passenger 
train moving on a parallel 
track near Naro-Fominsk, a 
town 50 kilometres southwest 
of Moscow. 

Officials issued contra¬ 
dictory claims about the cause 
of the accident. 

Footage from the crash site 
broadcast by Russian television 
showed one side of a passenger 
car tom away by the colfision. 

Nina Suslonova, the Mos¬ 
cow region’s health care min¬ 
ister, told the Rossiya 24 news 
chaimel that five people were 
confirmed dead at the site. 
Dmitiy Pestov, a deputy head 


of the Moscow region’s govern¬ 
ment, later said that another 
person died in hospital, the 
Interfax news agency reported. 

Those who were injured 
were all in the same car. 

The Emergency Situations 
Ministiy said 45 people were 
injured and 25 of them were 
hospitalized. It said 15 were in 
grave condition. 

The passenger train had 
been travelfing from Moscow 
to Chisinau, Moldova. 

Moscow’s public transport 
department initially said the 
accident was caused by a crack 
in the rail, but the Investiga¬ 
tive Committee said it oc¬ 
curred when a cargo container 
came loose and hit the passen¬ 
ger train. 

Hundreds of rescue work¬ 
ers, dozens of ambulance 
crews and several heficopters 
mshed to the site to help the

Oscar Pistorius. Trial 
postponed for mental 
health evaluation 


Oscar Pistorius will start a 
period of psychiatric evalua¬ 
tion at a government institu¬ 
tion next week, a judge ruled 
on Tuesday as she postponed 
the star athlete’s murder trial 
until June 30. 

A panel of mental health 
experts is now to decide if the 
double-amputee mnner can 
be held criminally respon¬ 
sible for killing his girlfriend. 

Judge Thokozile Masipa 
said Tuesday that the panel 
should determine whether 
any mental illness may have 
affected Pistorius’ capacity to 
be “criminally responsible” 


for killing Reeva Steenkamp. 

The period of evaluation 
will be for no more than 30 
days, the judge said, and 
will depend on how long 
the panel of four experts 
needs to observe Pistorius 
and compile a report for the 
court. The panel will consist 
of three psychiatrists and a 
clinical psychologist, Masipa 
said. 

The world-famous dis¬ 
abled athlete faces 25 years to 
life in prison if found guilty 
on the premeditated murder 
charge. He is free on bail.

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Car bombs kill scores in Nigeria 


Twin blasts. Death 
toll expected to rise 
beyond the already 
118 confirmed dead 


Nigeria’s emergency agency 
says twin car bombs that ex¬ 
ploded at a bustling bus ter¬ 
minal and market in Nigeria’s 


central city of Jos have killed at 
least 118 people. 

There was no immedi¬ 
ate claim of responsibility for 
the twin car bombs. But they 
bore the hallmarks of Boko 
Haram, the Islamic extremist 
group that abducted nearly 300 
schoolgirls last month and has 
repeatedly targeted bus stations 
and other locations where large 
numbers of people gather in 


Boko Haram. Expert

A terrorism expert says western 
nations, including Canada, are 
coming late to the game in con¬ 
fronting the extremist group 
that’s seized nearly 300 teenage 
girls in Nigeria. 

The U.S., Britain, Canada, 
France, Israel and China have 
aU sent teams to the western Af¬ 
rican countiy, which has been 
locked in a deadly struggle with 
al-Qaida-affUiated Boko Haram 
for almost a dozen years.

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EARLY YEARS ARE CRITICAL FOR VISION 


Children should be getting their vision tested 
at an early age. In fact, the first test should 
be done when a child is between six and nine 
months old. 

“Parents shouldn’t wait until their children 
are school-aged to have their eyes tested,” 
says Dr. Rhett MacDonald, an optometrist at 
Family Vision Clinic’s Tacoma Plaza location 
in Dartmouth.

Away from the din of 
typical tourist haunts, a walk 
around the neighbourhoods of 
Karakoy, Balat and Kuzguncuk 
will peel back the surface to re¬ 
veal the city’s multilayered his- 
to]y. As proof of Turkey’s popu¬ 
larity, TripAdvisor just named 
the cormtiy the world’s top des¬ 
tination, based on the website’s 
ratings and user reviews. 


Finding the real Istanbul 


Karakoy 

Descending from the Galata 
Tower in the Beyoglu district, 
often regarded as the “pulse of 
Istanbul,” one of the city’s steep¬ 
est hiUs will lead to Karakoy, an 
up-and-coming area hemming 
the Bosporus Strait. This one¬ 
time industrial neighbourhood 
is stiU home to a number of 
shops where anything from 
fishing equipment to Brmsen 
burners can be procured. But 
the hardware stores and work¬ 
shops must now negotiate their 
space with new galleries and 
cafes that have created a hub 
for young hipsters. Past the 
Karakoy feny terminal, one 
street over from the water, look 
for Namh Gurme, a restaurant 
and small marketplace offering 
a large selection of “mezes,” 
or cold appetizers. Also served 
here is a cut of meat called 
“lokum,” which means Turk¬ 
ish dehght and is the term for 
anything wildly tasty and juicy 
(imhke the narrower meaning 
of the term Turkish dehght out¬ 


side the coimtry, referring only 
to chewy sugaiy candies). 

Balat 

The Balat district is a quiet his¬ 
toric area by the Golden Horn, 
the narrowest stretch of the 
Bosporus. Its twisting streets 
and weathered houses, like 
antiques in an open museum, 
echo a past occupied by waves 
of Jewish, Greek, Bulgarian 
and Armenian residents. The 
area is now home mainly to 


working-class Turks from Black 
Sea towns and Gentral Anato- 
ha. Adventurous tourists who 
can find the beauty in the de¬ 
caying buildings and are will¬ 
ing to forgo the rehabihty of a 
map wiU enjoy wandering the 
hilly streets. WaUdng from the 
Galata Bridge by the seaside 
toward the end of the Golden 
Horn, the Gul Mosque is not 
to be missed. Formerly known 
as Saint Theodosia church, 
the cross-in-square orthodox 


church was converted into a 
mosque by Ottomans. 

Kuzguncuk 

On the Asia side of this con¬ 
tinental crossroads of a city, 
the quiet, pictorial village of 
Kuzguncuk is minutes away 
from the Uskudar ferry ter¬ 
minal. It’s lauded as a quieter, 
perhaps less jaded version of 
upscale Ortakoy on the Euro¬ 
pean side. It is another welT 
Icnown Jewish quarter, home 


to two synagogues. Among the 
seaside fish restaurants bearing 
views of the Bosporus Bridge, 
Ismet Baba generates the most 
farffare. Uryanizade Sokak, 
running perpendicularly from 
Ismet Baba and the seaside, 
is a restored street lined with 
Ottoman houses and studios 
for artists. Farther north, the 
waterside showcases a string of 
Istanbul’s famous classic wood¬ 
en-framed mansions, known as 

“yah.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Portrait perfect 

My recipe for a perfect por¬ 
trait is to never photograph 
people with their back or 
face to the sun. If sunlight 
is behind them, the camera 
will autofocus on the 
person and the backgrormd 
will be lost or it will auto¬ 
focus on the background 
and your subject will be 
blacked out. If the person is 
facing the sun, likely they 
will be squinting in the dir¬ 
ect light and their face will 
be bleached out.

Eveiyone has been there: You’re 
in such desperate need of a job, 
be it part-time or full-time, that 
you’re sending out apphcations 
to just about anyone. 

But now, having submitted 
multiple resumes, you can’t 
quite figure out why you’re not 
hearing back from employers. 
Here are some common things 
you may be doing that affect 
your job apphcation. 

Nothing says “hire me” like a 
blank email 

Typing up a personalized email 
for eveiy single place you apply 


is time-consuming. 

You may think eveiything 
that the employer needs to 
know is in your attached resu¬ 
me and cover letter, but a blank 
email shouts: “I’m too lazy to 
take the time to personiize 
this application for you.” 

Your email doesn’t need 
to be (and shouldn’t be) as de¬ 
tailed as your cover letter, but 
you should give your potential 


employer a brief overview of 
yourself, what job you’re apply¬ 
ing for, and why. 

If a company receives hrm- 
dreds of job applications, the 
ones that have blank emails 
wiU have an even harder time 
standing out from the pack and 
making it to the next rormd in 
the process. 

Your resume is just straight- 


up terrible 

You’re yoimg and you may not 
have loads of work experience. 

That’s fine, but in 2014 
there’s no reason your resume 
should have zero layout, be ex¬ 
tremely disorganized, and/or be 
longer than if you had 20-plus 
years’ experience. 

It’s so easy to have a clean, 
crisp resume. Get started by 
searching “free resume tem¬ 
plates” in Google and download 
one ASAP; aU you’ll need to do 
is fiU in the blanks. 

In the long run, you’ll prob¬ 
ably want to make a resume 
from scratch, but seeing sam¬ 
ples can help you start thinking 
about (and planning) your ovm. 

If you don’t have much 
work experience, showcase 
other accomphshments you 
may have, such as volrmteer ex¬ 
perience or extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities. There’s no reason your 
resume should include your 
education alone. 


It should be no longer than 
two pages, and there’s really no 
reason it should be more than 
one. Take a look at what’s on 
your resume: The drama award 
you won in Grade 5 is probably 
irrelevant now. 

You miss important details 
on your resume/cover letter 

Eveiyone has done it — sent 
out an application without 
changing some key pieces of 
information. 

Forgetting to change your 
career objective or including 
a cover letter for the wrong 
position are both surefire 
ways to get overlooked. 

Take your time when ap¬ 
plying for jobs and proof¬ 
read everything. When an 
employer gets an application 
with the wrong company 
and position listed on it, it’ll 
more than likely go straight 
into the trash, no matter how 
qualified you are. 


Job description? What job 
description? 

You got so excited when you 
realized a new position had 
opened up at your favourite 
business or dream work¬ 
place that you forgot to read 
the entire job description 
before you applied. 

Had you read the job de¬ 
scription, you’d realize that 
the employer asked for you 
to attach a portfolio (which 
you didn’t), or asked for 
someone who speaks French 
(which you don’t). 

Don’t waste your time, 
or an employer’s. Take the 
time to read the job descrip¬ 
tion thoroughly and make 
sure you have the specific 
skills required for the role.

Even the closest of college 
friends can drift apart after 
graduation, but Jessica Pan 
and Rachel Kapelke-Dale 
were determined not to let 
this happen.

Rachel, you talk a lot about

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) chopped fresh

It wasn’t hke that in 2004, 
when Richards and teammate 
Martin St. Louis won the cup 
with the Tampa Bay Lightning. 

“This whole playoffs it’s 
been fun to do that,” the 
34-year-old Richards said Tues¬ 
day. “When I was in Tampa, 
Marty also, we didn’t really 
have a clue what we were 
doing. 

“We were first time through 
it, leaning on other people, 
older people, asking them aU 
the questions. It’s fun to tiy 
to gather the group and talk 
about things. This group has 
come together so much and 
they ask a lot of questions. 
They make fun of us a lot for 
doing that, too, but it’s fun to 
tiy to help out that way.” 

The Rangers are two wins 
away from a trip to the Stanley 
Cup final after taking the open¬ 
ing two games of the NHL East¬ 
ern Conference final from the 
Canadiens in Montreal. 

They swamped the flat-foot¬ 
ed Canadiens 7-2 in the series 
opener on Saturday afternoon, 
but then needed a 40-save ef¬ 
fort from goahe Henrik Lund- 
qvist to pull out a 3-1 win in a 
major Montreal push-back on 
Monday night. 

Game 3 is set for Thurs¬ 
day night at Madison Square 


Garden. 

In 2004, the Canadiens 
came back to beat Boston in 
the opening round but then 
were swept by the Lightning. 
This year, Montreal is again 
coming off a Game 7 win over 
the Bruins and is in danger of 
losing in four straight. 

That has Richards, a P.E.L 
native who played junior 
hockey in Quebec with the Ri- 
mouski Oceanic, and Montreal 
native St. Louis at 6-0 in career 
playoff games against the Cana¬ 
diens.

Brazilian PA suing FIFA 
over World Cup start times 


The Brazilian federation of pro¬ 
fessional athletes is demanding 
FIFA changes the start times 
of more than a third of World 
Cup matches because of the 
heat and humidity in Brazil. 

The federation said Tuesday 
it filed a lawsuit asking FIFA to 
change kickoff times of all 24 
matches that are scheduled 
for 1 p.m. local time. It wants 
all matches starting no earlier 
than 4 p.m. to avoid subjecting 
players to the “risks” of playing 
in “intense heat.” 

The federation based the 
request on local labour regula¬ 
tions and on a study conducted 
by a renowned Brazilian sports 
doctor, Turibio Leite. The study 
was a request by the Brazilian 
athletes’ federation and FIFPro, 
the international football play¬ 
ers’ union. 

In a statement, the pro¬ 
fessional athletes’ federation

said that, as an alternative, it 
would accept that matches are 
stopped for two minutes in 
each half so players can take 
water breaks to get hydrated. 


FIFA did not immediately 
respond to a request for com¬ 
ment, but it had already said 
that it would allow breaks 
depending on weather condi¬ 
tions. 

Football’s governing body 
last year altered the starting 
times of seven matches in the 
most hot and humid host cit¬ 
ies. 

At the time, FIFPro had 
been accusing FIFA of consid¬ 
ering “the demands of TV com¬ 
panies of greater importance 
than the health and safety of 
the players.” 

It wifi be winter in Brazil 
during the World Cup, but it 
may be hot and humid in many 
of the 12 host cities, especially 
in the northeastern and north¬ 
ern regions. 

There was special concern 
with the jungle city of Manaus.

Depending on how you like 
your compact car configured, 
you’ll either love or ignore the 
2014 Dodge Dart. 

If you like base models, with 
their keen pricing and the extra 
fuel efiiciency provided by their 
smallish engines, you might 
want to look elsewhere. 

The Dodge SE base model’s 
2.0-litre engine is neither fuel 
efiicient nor snappy. 

If you want to spend a bit 
more, and can, the Aero model 
is veiy fuel-eflBcient and snappy. 
Its high-tech 1.4-litre turbo en¬ 
gine, with 160 horsepower and 
184 Ib-ft of torque, is entertain¬ 
ing, especially when mated to 
the six-speed manual. Its only 
other transmission option is a 
fancy-pants dual-clutch version 
that promises quick and fun 
shifts in either self-shifting or 
automatic mode. But that trans¬ 
mission’s “herky-jerky” man¬ 
ners at low speeds around town 
has not won it many fans. 


So for model year 2015, 
Ghrysler decided a couple of 
adjustments were in order for 
Dart. 

The engine and transmis¬ 
sion combination that did get 
some love from customers 
was the conventional six-speed 
automatic transmission and the 
2.4-litre “Tigershark” Multi-Air 
engine with 184 horsepower 
and 171 Ib-ft of torque. In 2013 
the Tigershark was only avail¬ 
able on the top-shelf GT model. 
For 2014, the engine has been 
made standard on the mid-level 


SXT and Limited models, as 
well as GT. 

Hallelujah. 

Our test victim was one of 
these newly endowed Darts — 
an SXT, outfitted with the six- 
speed automatic. 

Energuide rates this vehicle 
at 9.2 L/lOO km Gity, and 6.3 
Highway. 

It’s a comely and well- 
equipped beast. 

The extra blackness of 
the Rally Group’s aluminum 
wheels and front grille really 
“pops” amid the overall white¬ 


ness of this particular SXT. 1 
always thought the Dart was a 
handsome vehicle; this black- 
and-white version is even more 
so. 

On the road, the Dart feels 
really stable and confident and 
comfortable — a result of lots 
of European-based Fiat and Aha 
engineering in its chassis DNA. 
While the engine and transmis¬ 
sion combo are super smooth 
and powerful, I wouldn’t caU it 
charismatic. But that large, im- 
stressed engine really suits the 
Dart.

One of the major factors in car 
crashes is driver inattention. It 
can be deadly to ignore what’s 
happening outside the wind¬ 
shield, whether because of fa¬ 
tigue, daydreaming, or looking 
at the stereo or a phone. 

Several automakers are 
working on solutions to the 
problem, including Volvo, 
which is researching sensors 
that watch the driver. By mon¬ 
itoring such things as where 
the driver is looking, head pos¬ 
ition and angle, and how open 
the eyes are, the system can 
recognize inattention and take 
steps to ensure safety. 

“If you know that a driver 
is distracted, you can activate 
features such as a forward 
colhsion warning,” says Per 
Landfors, project leader for 
drive support functions at 
Volvo Cars in Sweden. “This is 
still in the experimental stage. 
The sensors aren’t much differ¬ 
ent (from existing ones), but 
what’s new is how they’re con¬ 
nected to the car, and how the 
car adapts to you.” 

The technology uses a 
sensor that’s mounted on the 
dash in front of the driver. It 
uses infrared hght, emitted 
by small LEDs, to illuminate 
the driver to be visible to the 
sensor. People can’t see infra¬ 
red, so the driver doesn’t no¬ 
tice it. 

The sensor works hke a 
camera and takes pictures, but 
doesn’t store them. Instead, it

eral times a second. “The car 
doesn’t save any pictures, nor 
does it have a driver surveil¬ 
lance function,” Landfors says. 

If the sensor reahzes that a 
driver isn’t paying attention, it 
can activate some of the car’s 
safety functions, depending 
on what it detects. For a sleepy 
driver, something hke a quick 
brake pulse could wake him 
up. If the driver is distracted, 
systems that warn about im¬ 
minent colhsions, or that can 
stop the car completely if it’s 
about to hit something, can 
be adjusted to intervene much 
sooner than they normally 
would. “If you’re totally aware 
of what’s going on, these can 
intervene a little bit later,” 
Landfors says. “You only get 
the warning when you need 
it.” 

The system also has the po¬ 
tential to enhance driving for 
an alert operator. For example, 
if the system detects that the 
driver is looking at something 
on the road, it could aim the 
headhghts toward it for better 
visibihty. 

Although the current 
system under development 
doesn’t save or upload photos, 
Landfors says that at some 
time in the future, it is possible 
that the sensor could take a 
picture of the driver following 
a crash and forward it to emer¬ 
gency personnel, who would 
know in advance what type of 
trauma care will be necessaiy.
